SB4IN:  1936-1972 


To  dwell  on  the  past  is  futile.  To  forget  it  and  not  learn  its 
lessons  dooms  us  to  repeat  our  errors.  Guernica  and  My  Lai 
are  of  the  same  cloth:  genocide,  placing  power  and  profit 
above  human  life.  Those  young  Americans  who  offered  their 
lives  in  defense  of  Spain  are  brothers  of  those  who  today  go 
to  jail  rather  than  participate  in  the  murder  of  Vietnamese 
women  and  children.  The  central  question,  then  and  now, 
remains-which  is  more  important,  human  life  and  happi- 
ness or  money  and  power.  Our  conscience  and  history  will 
judge  us  by  which  side  we  take. 

The  main  issue  which  dominated  the  world  scene  of  the 
1930s  was  the  rise  of  Fascism.  When  the  eminent  and  the 
great,  and  the  men  on  the  make  were  busy  conniving,  bick- 
ering and  selling  and  splitting  hairs,  the  Spanish  people  were 
the  first  to  take  upon  themselves  the  fierce  blows  of  Hitler 
and  his  allies.  Madrid  became  the  heart  and  soul  of  all  those 
in  the  world  who  love  freedom  and  justice. 

On  July  18,  1936,  the  Fascist  generals  and  their  Spanish 
Regular  Army  rose  against  the  legitimate,  popularly  elected 
Republican  government  of  Spain.  From  the  very  outset  this 
struggle  became  the  first  international  battleground  between 
Fascism  and  Democracy.  Hitler  sent  the  cream  of  the 
German  Army  in  the  tens  of  thousands;  Mussolini  com-

mitted  five  fully  equipped  divisions  of  Blackshirts,  his  Air 
Force  and  Navy.  The  conscience  of  the  world  was  aroused, 
and  out  of  this  arose  a  unique  phenomenon-the  Inter- 
national Brigades:  40,000  volunteers  from  27  different 
countries  who  sprang  to  the  defense  of  the  Republic,  among 
them  3,200  Americans  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Brigade. 

The  heroic  resistance  of  the  Spanish  people  is  legend.  They 
were  short  in  every  element  needed  for  war,  except  one- 
courage.  But  courage  alone  could  not  stem  the  ocean  of 


Fascist  steel  and  the  Spanish  Republic  died,  fighting  to  the 
bitter  end. 

Smelling  victory.  Hitler  had  already  gobbled  up  Austria  and 
Czechoslovakia.  A  few  months  later  World  War  1 1,  which 
began  in  Spain,  engulfed  all  Europe.  Tens  of  millions  of 
lives  later.  Hitler  and  Mussolini  were  crushed,  but  Fascism 
in  Spain  survived,  and  still  lives  today.  Why? 

Having  lost  his  old  allies.  Franco  soon  found  a  new  one.  For 
over  20  years  the  United  States  has  poured  billions  of 
dollars  and  heavy  armaments  into  Fascist  Spain.  Our  mili- 
tary presence  was  dramatically  revealed  in  1966,  when  four 
hydrogen  bombs  were  accidentally  dropped  on  the  village 
of  Palomares.  With  our  Strategic  Air  Command  bases  at 
Madrid,  Zaragosa  and  Seville,  with  atomic  dumps  and  mis- 
sile bases,  with  our  Polaris  submarine  base  at  La  Rota, 
Spain  has  become  the  major  American  bastion  in  Europe,  if 
not  the  world.  Worst  of  all,  we  have  an  agreement  with 
Franco  to  support  him  if  he  is  attacked  from  within  or 
without.  But  who  threatens  the  Franco  regime?  Only  the 
heroic  Spanish  people,  who  have  shown  again  and  again 
their  determination  to  free  themselves  from  Fascist  terror. 

With  the  coming  retirement  of  Franco,  the  struggle  for 
Spanish  freedom  will  mount  to  new  heights.  Shall  we  sit

by,  until  some  new  Bay  of  Tonkin  incident  brings  Ameri- 
can power  to  buttress  a  hated  regime  against  its  own 
people?

You  are  a  very  special  person.  How  do  we  know?  For  one 
thing,  you  take  advantage  of  the  challenge  and  active  in- 
volvement which  Pacifica  radio  offers.  Rather  than  being 
afraid  of  dissent,  you  welcome  diversity  and  conflicting 
points  of  view,  in  the  arts  as  well  as  politics.

Even  Pacifica  listeners 
have  been  conditioned  by  the  commercial  media  to  "tune 
out"  at  certain  times.

We  are  asking  you  now  to  take  your  own  commitment  to 
first  amendment  radio  and  communicate  it  to  your  friends 
and  associates.  There  are  thousands  of  people  in  Southern

exceptional  programming  in  the  arts-and  who  don't  even 
know  that  KPFK  exists.  Some  of  your  friends  may  currently 
enjoy  KPFK,  but  not  share  your  understanding  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  their  listener  support.  Many  probably  just  haven't 
gotten  around  to  subscribing. 

But  imagine— if  every  subscriber  got  just  one  friend  to  sub- 
scribe, there  would  be  no  more  Marathons,  no  more  pledge 
days,  no  more  lengthy  air  pitches.  And  there  would  be  a 
more  challenging,  more  exciting  KPFK.
